Indeed, the cyntrary 
appears to have boen tho case: Farboar- 
ance almost to weakness has heen tho pro- 
dovninant note.in tho Amorican treatment 
of the natives. On tho frontior Jinos, the 
Filipinos have come up to the American 
lines over snd over again, have deliberately 
Joaded and pointed their wespons at the 
sentinols, Iaughed oontemptuousty in thoir 
faeoa, and as contemptuously retired to 
theic own linos, Yn the ofty, insulling 
epithets and Insulting oonduot haa been 
frequently offered the Amerigan officors and 
soldiers, who haya, with extraordinary self. 
restraint, refrained from retaliating, It 
was folt that thta ‘oonduot could not be ty- 
lorated fog long, Et {s atated hy tho Amo- 
rieana, with evory desiro ta be intr’ to 
tholr opponanta to tho Jas, that they
